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Durie the past week the people 
of Indiana witnessed a unique and stirring 
spectacle never before seen. They saw 32.000 
Catholic men and women, going in pairs, 
carrying a large kit of Catholic pamphlets 
and census cards, and ringing the doorbell 
at almost every home in the entire state— 
totalling more than 1,200,000. It was the 
greatest mobilization of the laity for the 
spread of our holy Christian faith among 
our churchless friends and neighbors ever 
undertaken by the Church in Indiana. 

It was the first time in the history of 
the Church in America that the Bishops of an 
entire province launched a joint .simultan- 
eous crusade for souls, called the Catholic 
Census and Information Program. Its pur- 
pose was threefold: secure an accurate 
census of all active Catholics, locate and re- 
claim our fallenaways, and invite churchless 
families to our services and particularly to 
Religious Information Forums which are be- 
ing conducted twice a week in every parish 
in the state. 


The eight days of door-to-door can- 
vassing climaxed a month of prayer and 
spiritual preparation. After every Mass 
special prayers were recited for the success 
of the crusade. The sick in our hospitals 
offered their sufferings, the children in our 
schools said daily prayers, the religious in 
convents and monasteries conducted special 
devotions, and families recited the Rosary 
that the Holy Spirit might shower the grace 
of faith upon all churchless souls. 

In hundreds of parishes a Novena for 
Conversions was conducted, and in virtually 
every parish a Holy Hour for Conversions 
was held on Sunday afternoon, February 26, 
when the canvassers started on their holy 
mission. A booklet, Holy Hour for Conver- 
sions, with novena prayers for each day, was 
published by Our SUNDAY VISITOR to help 
this crusade and the convert movement 
througout the world. Its use will stimulate 
conversions in every parish. 

Sermons on the crusade were preached 
at all the Masses on the four Sundays of 
February. They explained the duty that rests 
not merely upon priests and religious but 
also upon the laity to bring Christ and His 
saving truths to churchless souls, Outlines 
for such sermons were sent from a central 
office in the archdiocese to all the pastors in 
the state. 

What were the considerations which 
moved the Bishops to launch their joint cru- 
sade? Among them were the findings of the 
Catholic Digest survey revealing that 59 per 
cent of the Protestants in the United States 
have sought to win adherents as contrasted 
with only 28 per cent of the Catholics; that 
43 per cent of the former succeeded as com- 
pared with only 17 per cent of the Catholics. 

“The appalling information revealed by 
this survey,” say the Bishops in their beau- 


 tiful and well-reasoned Pastoral, “is that 72 
per cent of the Catholic lay men and women 
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of the United States never once have invited 
a non-Catholic friend or neighbor to attend 
a Catholic Church, never once have shared 
with a non-Catholic friend -or neighbor the 
spiritual treasures of the Catholic faith.” 


The Bishops point out that in our coun- 
try there are more than 75 million people who 
are members. of no church, Many of them 
want to find a church, but they do not know 
which one, and they are not quite sure how to 
find the one founded by Christ. 

“These millions of good people,” ob- 
serve the Bishops, “are more than cold, im- 
personal statistics. They are living human 
beings, loved by God, redeemed at the great 
cost of the Blood of Jesus Christ. Many of 
them are right here in Indiana, our own 
friends and neighbors. They have a right to 
receive—and we have an obligation to pro- 
vide—friendly, neighborly assistance.” 

In response to the appeal of the Bishops 
for lay men and women to canvass every 
home in the state some 32,000 volunteered 
their services. Each devoted a minimum of 
sixteen hours, making a total of 512,000 
hours—representing more than a million 
dollars in working time. 

To enable that investment to yield the 
maximum returns the Bishops equipped the 
canvassers with a generous supply of census 
cards and of pamphlets specially prepared 
for this work. Each canvasser was given a 
copy of the pamphlet Apostolate to the Mil- 
lions (Radio Replies Press) or The Crusade 
for Souls (Our Sunday Visitor), explaining 
the project. In addition, many were fur- 
nished with the pamphlet, Winning Your 
Friend for Christ (Our Sunday Visitor). 

They were supplied with 30,000 copies 
of Come Back Home (O.S.V. Press), a copy 
of which was left with every fallenaway, and 
with 300,000 copies of Finding Christ’s 
Church (Ave Maria Press, Notre Dame), a 
copy of which was left with every churchless 
family which expressed an interest in learn- 
ing about the Catholic religion. 

Pastors were provided with two books 
which afford both priests and laity many 
helps in the convert apostolate: Bringing 
Souls to Christ, Hanover House, New York, 
and You Too Can Win Souls, Macmillan 
Company, New York. After reading these 
books the priests shared them with their 
canvassers. (Continued on page 14) 
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difference between Catholics in America 
persecuted and Catholics in China or behind 
the Iron Curtain whe are persecuted? The difference is 
this: Where there is no persecution a distinction is made 
primarily between the “good” and the “bad”: where there 
is a persecution, the distinction is betweén “true” and “false.” 


The first is to some extent relative; the second is right and 
absolute. 


One never realizes the value of truth until he is deprived of 
it. Persecution cuts away all human judgments and lays bare our 
total consecration to the Church in every detail of the creed. 
e 3 Henry VIII called himself a “good” Catholic after murdering 
his first two wives, but he was not a “true” Catholic. When 
Bishop Kiong of China, after many months of persecution, was 
' told by the Communists he would still be a “good” Catholic if he 
denied the Holy Father, he proclaimed himself a “true” Catholic 
by suffering for the Faith. 


The truth of a man’s character is affirmed not so much by 
what he says, as by what he is willing to suffer to profess his 
Faith. As Pascal maintains: “I believe the Apostles who had 
their throats cut for their Faith in Christ and the Resurrection.” | 
So it is with us. We are not thrust into Communist jails to prove 
our Faith, but we do have to take on some voluntary form of 
self-denial to prove it. | 


What our missionaries have thrust on their shoulders, we 
have to take willingly on our own. Their bearing of the 
Cross or being nailed to it by the Reds is the test that they 
are true! Our test is a kind of self-crucifixion by a denial 
of some pleasure, or luxury, or the cutting into our capital 
and savings for the sake of spreading the Faith. Since the 
Communists make belief in the Holy Father as the Vicar of 
Christ the test of Catholicity, we can make it our own test 
by sending our sacrifices directly to Him through His own 
Seciety for the Propagation of the Faith. He knows the 
Missions best; He can make a more equitable distribution 
of sacrifices than we can. Therefore, since He is. under 
attack by the Reds, let Him be under our affection through 
love unto sacrifice.

An Intimate Problem 


One Saturday afternoon not long 
ago, | was sitting in the confessional read- 
ing my Breviary. It was one of, those lazy 
green Saturdays after Epiphany, about four 
o’clock, and there was no one in the church, 
Then I heard the church doors swing open 
and shut and a 17-year-old boy took his 
place directly in front of my box. I could 
see him through the curtains, but evidently 
he thought he was alone. 


For a moment or two he knelt bolt up- 
right and seemed to pray with real fervor. 
Then he dropped back on ‘his haunches and 
began to inspect his fingernails. He was 
evidently displeased with his thumb, for he 
put it into his mouth and chewed off a 
hangnail. Then he held up all five fingers 
for inspection. Next he stared all around 
the church and with that I became vaguely 
uneasy and an inexplicable sadness came 
over me. 

This boy typifies all of us, I thought. 
So often we think we are alone, forgetting 
that God sees us. The boy had urgent busi- 
ness. He was in church kneeling before the 
Blessed Sacrament, and yet he was permit- 
ting himself every sort of distraction. 

Every morning as we get out of bed 
our first thought should be: God has given 
me this day in which to save my soul, 
Nothing else matters. Am I in the state of 
grace? If so, everything is all right. Am I 
in the state of sin? If so, everything is all 
wrong. . 

We priests especially arise with the 
verse from the Te Deum on our lips: “Dig- 
nare, Domine, die isto...’ — “Deign, O 
Lord, to keep us from sin this day.” And 
after the Pater Noster in the Mass we be- 
seech Our Savior to free us from every 
evil, “past, present, and future.” 

We live out our lives in units of 
twenty-four hours. We live from one Mass 
to the next, forgetting the past and striv- 
ing to please Our Lord in each present mo- 
ment. He will take care of the future. But 
all the time we are in His holy presence and 
each moment is a sacred trust, delivered to 
us for the sake of our salvation. 

I used to live with a brilliant pastor 
who was at the same time matter-of-fact 
to the point—some people might judge—of 
cynicism. Nevertheless, he was deeply 
pious. One day I came to the lunch table in 
high disgust: 

“Why,” I exclaimed, “why does God 
let Hitler’and Stalin go on living?” 

“So that they can have more time to 
save their souls,’ was his instant response,

If feminists protest that this is not so, 
that there can be no single head of the 
family, that both husband and wife should 
he so considered, then let me protest that a 
two-headed anything doesn’t belong in nor- 
mal society but in a freak show. 

This doesn’t mean that a father should 
he a tyrannical ruler. His decisions should 
be made after consultation with his wife 
and her wishes should carry great weight, 
but decisions must be made and someone 
must make them. : ; 

I don’t mean to suggest either that in 
the United States this is a situation that 
already exists.

There are husbands so busy with their 
work in the world they turn over all family 
responsibilities to their wives. They know 
the names of their children and their ap- 
proximate ages but they do not know their 
children. They do not know their prob- 
lems, their emotional conflicts, their 
struggles to find themselves. This is left 
to the mother. 


When self appointed psychologists 
started complaining about “momism” in 
the nation they were talking about a very 
teal phenomena. There are young men 
whose entire orientation has been from a 
feminine viewpoint. Their teachers in 
school have been women and at home their 
only close contact has been with their 
Mother. It is good to have an affection for 
mother but it should be balanced by a 
male approach to life as well.

‘ What does a father do if he wishes to 
e head of the family? First of all, he 
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Unfortunately, our modern da ien- 
tation is such that the wife and he hil 
dren may be much more interested in get- 
ting a 27-inch television set or a dual 
colored model of the latest car than they 
are in getting to heaven. But the man who 
is truly head of his family in the way he 
is intended by God to be will make certain 
that his family realizes that the first thing 
of importance is not material. These other 
things may be added, but the man of the 
family will set a pattern of thinking that 
will make them realize that his first task 
is helping them to get to Heaven—as a 
matter of fact, this is what he must do to 
get to Heaven himself. 


Having established this then as the 
head of.the family he must take the lead. 
He must by his example offer the way to 
others. In the morning he must be the one 
who gives the example of daily Mass. At 
night he is the one who blesses his family 
with a cross on the forehead before they 
go to bed. 


In all of these things, his wife is close 
beside him. She being one with him in mar- 
riage, is one with him in the things that he 
does. Since he is away during the day, she 
is the one who keeps the household atmos- 
phere as he has established it. 


The discipline of the family is estab- 
lished by the father, too. This does not 
mean that he is to be used as a bogey man 
with whom the children are threatened if 
they do not obey. It does mean that he es- 
tablishes norms of conduct and he sees 
they are obeyed. : 


This may seem to be failing to recog- 
nize the importance of the role of the wife 
and mother. In all the husband does he acts 
with the full knowledge of the oneness of 
himself and his wife’in marriage. He does 
not reach his decisions arbitrarily but with 
serious consultation with his wife. He does 
not act as a dictator but as the head of a 
unit of society. 

There is a popular notion that there 
should be a democracy in family life. The 
children and parents vote on what they 
would like to do, what they would like to 
add to their home. Quite aside from the 
basic foolishness of this, good Catholic par- 
ents are likely soon to find themselves out 
voted. 


A compassionate head of the family 
will understand his children. He will un- 
derstand why they do not want to be dif- 
ferent from other children—we are a na- 
tion of conformists who like to brag we are 
non-conformists. He will in his compassion 
try to spare their feelings and if he can 


~ honestly do it, will help them to that de- 


gree of conformity that is not wrongful, 
making sure they understand there is con- 
formity that is wrong. 

But he will not let his children rule the 
household. Neither will he let inanimate 
objects with giant screens rule it. He will 
be the father of his children and the owner 
of the television set. He will not let either 
situation be reversed. 

The father must be the head of the 
family if it is to be a family as God in- 
tended. This is a great responsibility for a 
man but it is also a great privilege,

Au were non-Catholic at the dinner table 
except me. Between soup and the steak it had become 
necessary to speak up for my faith, or else witness 
against it by silence. 

Mine is not a big voice, but it carries. I refuted the 
error that had crept into the conversation. Usually, in 
any group, there is one person who talks too much, 
There was one in this group. That was how the error 
was introduced in the first place, not from malice, but 
from indiscreet over-talking on the part of one person, 

But when I had spoken, the challenge came... 
with or without malice. God knows. “Are you, a 
Catholic, absolutely sure you are saved?” Saved... 
that ever misleading and hard-to-handle word! 

“Are you sure you are going to heaven?” the 
questioner rephrased what he had asked. 

It was a terrific question for one with a good life 
expectancy ahead of her. All eyes were upon me. 
Food was forgotten. There was that soundlessness that 
presses against the ears. 

“I must wait to hear my sentence until I have 
passed from this life,” I explained. “Holy Mother 
Church provides me with my every need for salvation, 
As long as I am completely faithful to her teachings, 


- as long as I frequent the Sacraments regularly, rely- 


ing on the grace of God, and not on myself, I am on the 
right road. But every year of life I live will have its 
pitfalls to be avoided. If I am quick to call on Jesus 
and Mary each time a temptation comes, then grace 
will not be denied me. And, of course, we Catholics 
strive to build up ‘no power’ to the devil by self-denial 
and mortification. We do special penance during Lent, 
but we try to do some act of self-denial every day.” 

They brushed this aside with much quoting of 
Scripture. Frankly, it is not easy to combat their er- 
roneous belief of being “saved” in one beautifully 
emotional experience that puts to flight all future 
worries. 

When I read today’s Gospel, I thought to myself 
that here would have been the Scripture to quote 
right back at them. They do not expect us to know 


our Bible. It might be well to file this bit away in our 


minds to have it ready for that particular question— 
“Are you sure you are ‘saved’?” 

Jesus said: “When the unclean spirit goes out of 
a man, he roams through waterless places in search of 
a resting place; and finding none, he says, ‘I will re- 
turn to my house which I left.’ And when he has come, 
he finds the places swept. And then he goes and takes 
seven other spirits more evil than himself, and they 
enter in and dwell there; and the last state of that 
man becomes worse than the first.” 

In other words, a devil cast out may return with 
reinforcements.

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With Command Comes the Blessing 


HEN I was a little girl, I lay beside my 
mother in her bed while she nursed my baby 
sister. A tiny little hand curled around my finger, 
and a picture of motherhood began to shape in my 
mind. Today, when the little fingers of my own 
daughter reach out to me, I think again of the 
gifts of motherhood tendered by God to women 
down through the ages. 

Two of the gifts of motherhood are the birth 
of a baby and the nursing of the little child. As 
with all of God’s gifts, these two can be used in 
different ways and enjoyed in varying degrees. A 
mother of five daughters has said to me that she 
dreads to think of what her daughters must go 
through to bear children. It is true that the Bible 
speaks of the sorrow of a woman when her hour 
has come, though this sorrow will soon be turned 
to joy. 

For a Christian woman who understands the 
nature of her labor and who joyfully embraces the 
hardship that come with this great labor (and in- 
deed with all great labors), I think that the giv- 
ing of birth to a baby is one of the most thrillin 
and/ satisfying experiences she may ever have. i 
rejoice that my own daughter may some day give 
birth to a child, and I would like to encourage the 
daughters of my friend to look forward with de- 
sire to the time when they may become mothers. 

Now it is possible for a husband and wife to 
study the nature and functions of the body as a 
baby is formed in the embryo and as it comes forth 
from the mother’s body. The mother can by ex- 
ercise strengthen the muscles used for . delivery 
and she can learn/to relax muscles that might in- 
terfere with the delivery. She need not wait pass- 
ively and in fear for her time to come. Whenever 
we study the workings of nature we cannot but 
marvel at the wise and loving care with which 
God has made us. God’s plan for birth is a won- 
derful one, and we can make it even more won- 
derful by actively cooperating with it, by meeting 
the challenge of life with confidence and courage. 

Furthermore, when a woman controls her 
own labor, her husband can share it with her. It is 
hard to understand why modern hospital practice 
separates husband and wife at this most special 
time in their union, at a time when the fruit of 
their love is to be brought forth. Surely the hus- 
band is meant to be a comfort to his wife at this 
time, and he is entitled to be with her and know 
how things are progressing. It is a job to be met 
by the two together with trust in God’s plan and 
with courage to meet the test. If the labor has 
been shared, then the joy of birth can truly be 
shared. | 

I do not mean to underestimate the value of 
modern obstetrics practiced by the doctors and the 
hospitals, but I would like to suggest that we are 
forgetting the union of husband and wife, and the 
joy of the moment of birth is being lost to the 
mother and to the father and to their marriage 
union. When we separate husband and wife at 
this time, we may well be missing an oppor- 
tunity to strengthen their marriage bond. 

In the moment when the baby is born, the 
woman gives life to the child, and she gives this 
gift of their love to the husband. It is a holy mo- 
ment, for surely God is there to sanctify it. It is 
a beautiful moment, and there is none like it. 
David says in one of his psalms: “He who gives 
the command will also give the blessing.” God has 
given the command that with hard labor, children 
will be brought forth, but who can fathom the

infant is about to be nursed, and a peace and 
deep-seated relaxation of the mother and child 
together as the baby is fed. 


I do not mean to say breast-feeding is always 
easy. At first the mother is frighteningly indis- 
pensable to the baby, and she alone must care for 
the child no matter how tired or even sick she 
may be. ? 

Nursing also often causes a fair amount of 
pain when it is first undertaken. And there is 
always the problem of the other children in the 
household who can make the most of the preoccu- 
pation of the mother. I have never found it an 
easy solution to read a book to the other children 
while I calmly nurse the baby. I could probably 
read a book to some sticks in the room, but my 
other children have always behaved more like 
little boys, climbing up as close to me and the 
baby’s head as possible without falling on us or 
even closer so they do fall on us. 


Or else they bump us from some other angle. 
And by about the third to fourth month the baby 
would just as soon watch the other children as eat. 
And so I believe in retreat behind a locked gate 
through which the mother and children can con- 
verse freely and keep track of each other some- 
what satisfactorily, but behind which the mother 
and baby can sometimes have peace to enjoy éach 
other, to talk to and smile at and to love one an- 
other. Babies grow up so quickly. 

The time to start breast feeding is with the first 
child, and the role of a Christian mother is not to 
give up. Breast feeding is not a science of the 
carefully and correctly prepared formula but a 
womanly art. Mothers once passed on to their 
daughters the little “tricks of the trade.” Now too 
many of us are far away from our mothers. It 
helps ‘to keep in touch with a friend who has suc- 
cessfully nursed a baby. 

Be courageous and unwilling to give in to 
what may seem the easy way out. One thing is 
certain. This milk has come into these breasts for 
only one purpose—to nurture this child. Seldom 
is the will of God so clear. And once again the 
command brings the blessing. The baby is usually 
healthier and happier and so is the mother. The 
first milk is of great importance to the baby, for 
it gives the baby so much immunity to disease. A 
few days of nursing are better than none at all, 
and a few weeks are better than a few days. 

The joy of nursing changes subtly as the baby 
grows, and every month the baby is nursed has 
its own peculiar. blessings, its problems too, of 
course, since it involves two human beings, but in

Dp» you ever wonder 
how our great country re- 
ceived the name of Ameri- 
ca? It was named after an 
Italian navigator called 
Amerigo Vespucci. Actually, 
Amerigo never intended to 


give his name to America. It 


should have been called Co- 
lumbia after his friend, 
Christopher Columbus, who 
discovered America. 


Born in Florence, Italy on 
March 9, 1451, Amerigo re- 
ceived his first schooling 
from his uncle, Giorgio An- 
tonio. Amerigo devoted him- 
self to the study of physics, 
——* and astronomy. He 

came a steward in the 
house of Irenzo de Medici 
and through his relative, 
Guido Antonio Vespucci, be- 
came attached to the Em- 
bassy at Paris in 1478 to 
1480, 

The successful voyages of 
Christopher Columbus in- 
creased Amerigo’s desire to 
take part in the movement to 
discover a western passage 
to the Indies. He obtained 
three ships from Ferdinan 
King of Castile, and set 
from Cadiz in 1497, sailing 
towards the Fortunate Is- 
lands, i 

It is to the adventurous 
Amerigo Vespucci that we 
owe the discovery of Cape 
St. Augustine and the Ama- 
zon River,

St. Thomas, doctor of the 
church and patron of Cath- 
olic universities and 
schools. 


Tue remarkable St. 
Thomas was born in 
Naples, Italy in 1225 
and was the son of the 
Count of Aquino. 

When he was five 
years old,/he was sent to 
the Benedictine Monks 
of Monte Cassino for his 
first training. At this 
early age, he was found 
to be very attentive in 
his studies and devoted 
to prayer.

and between 1240 and 
August of 1243, he re- 
ceived the habit of the 
Dominican order. 

His parents, brothers 
and sisters tried to de- 
stroy his vocation and 
held him in the fortress 
of San Giovanni for al- 
most two years. Finally, 
he was set free and was 
placed under Albertus 
Magnus, the most re- 
nowned professor of the 
Dominican order. 

St. Thomas was very 
humble and quiet.

Albertus 
Magnus, whom we know 
as St. Albert the Great, 
heard St. Thomas’ ex- 
planation of a difficult 
theme. He said, “We call

His book gives some idea of what pre- | 


ceded his becoming a Catholic. It falls into 
two parts, of approximately the same 
length. The first comprises excerpts from a 
journal which he kept from March 21 te 
December 9, 1954; the second is a clear and 
forceful explanation of why for mankind it 
must be “Catholicism or Chaos.” 

Although Oliver Barres, who is now 
about 35, came of a religious family, he was 
never a church member until after World 
War II, during which he had been an am- 
bulance driver. Neither at preparatory 
school nor at Yale had he been a church- 
goer. 

In the summer of 1945, working as a 
reporter, he was troubled about his voca- 
tion in life. He began to pray, got some 
help from books, and decided tc enter the 
divinity school at Yale to prepare for the 
ministry. Only then did he join one of the 
Protestant sects. He became a Congrega- 
tionalist. 

He met his wife at divinity school: 
there they were married; there they were 
ordained together. 

He admired the people who belonged 
to the church of which he was soon put in 
charge. He was happy in his work. But 
gnawing at his mind was the insistent idea 
of the inadequacy of Protestantism. Believ- 
ing in the divinity of Christ, he found it in- 
conceivable that He could be the founder 
of many churches teaching a bizarre variety 
of doctrines. Subjectivism and relativism 
could not represent Him. Truth, absolute 
and crystalline, must somewhere be au- 
thoritatively taught. 

Where that was, Oliver Barres gradu- 
ally came to see. The Church: was the an-~ 
swer to his queries and strongly attracted 
him. But so much stood between him and 
it. 

There were, for example, the familiar 
objections to the Catholic claims and to 
specific Catholic doctrines. There was the 
scandal of bad popes, priests, people. There 
was the daunting prospect of leaving every- 
thing familiar and dear, parting with 
friends. There was the problem of making 
a living, with a wife and children to sup- 
port. 

How the way opened up is engrossing- 
ly, if elliptically, indicated in the diary, and 
both it and the second part of the book 
show the monolithic conviction which 
emerged from the author’s searching, spec- 
ulation, reading, inquiry. 

Rigorously intellectual was his ap- 
proach to the Church. The cogency of the 
argument as he hammered it out is well 
conveyed, and there are glimpses of the 
workings of grace in his soul and circum- 
stances. 

This book, both fascinating and force- 
ful, should show others in a position com- 

arable to that which once was Oliver 
artngls: the path to the Mystical Body of 
Christ. It can give the Catholic both a 
better grasp on the elements and worth of 
his faith, and a helpful sympathy for those 
yearning and groping toward it.

(Continued from page 1) To help pastors in the con- 
ducting of the Religious Information Forums they 
were supplied with 11,000 copies of The Catholic. Faith 
(Ave Maria Press). This is a revision and amplifica- 
tion of the magnificent Baltimore Catechism No. 3, 
commonly known as the Confraternity of Christian 
Doctrine catechism. It is especially adapted for the in- 
struction of converts, and a Copy is to be given to each 
non-Catholic attending the Forum. Thus amplified 
with charts and drawings, it is the most comprehen- 
sive catechism in English. 

The thousands of canvassers were carefully 
trained in the technique of extending a kind and 
gracious invitation to unaffiliated families to attend 
the services at the nearest Catholic Church—holy 
Mass, Benediction, Forty Hours Devotion, Novena ser- 
vices, Holy Hour and other devotions—and the Re- 
ligious Information Forum. It was a project of neigh- 
borly kindness and love, and not a single unfriendly 
or harsh word was spoken. 


Callers Welcomed 


The dominant reaction of the families called up- 
on was one of gratitude and of pleasant surprise that 
Catholics were willing to share their precious spiritual 
treasures with them and to welcome them to all their 
services. 

“T was a bit hesitant,” said a canvasser, “when I 
started out. But I found People so friendly and appre- 
ciative that calling upon them became a real pleasure. 
It was an eye-opener to discover how many people are 
curious and eager to know more about the Catholic 
religion. It shows clearly that for years we've been 
asleep at the switch. This will do a world of good and 
should be repeated each year.” 

In the fall of 1951 Bishop Buddy of San Diego 
launched the first diocesan-wide crusade for souls in 
America. Last year Archbishop Rummel of New Or- 
leans, Bishop Jeanmard of Lafayette, and Bishop 
Greco of Alexandria united to launch the first state- 
wide crusade. 

Now Archbishop Schulte of Indianapolis, Bishop 
Pursley, Apostolic Administrator of Fort Wayne, 
Bishop Grimmelsman of Evansville and Bishop Ben- 
nett of Lafayette-in-Indiana have united to launch the 
first province-wide crusade. Indiana comprises an en- 
tire ecclesiastical province, while Louisiana is but part 
of a province. The ideal unit is that of the state or the 
province, as each diocese thereby profits from the 
cumulative momentum and enthusiasm of all.

In a 
government hospital, like the one at Lex- 
ington, Kentucky, they have what they call 
a gradual drawing off process where the 
dosage is reduced daily ? 

& dt federal narcotics expert alleges that: 
the statistics are. against it... it’s more 
often than not unsuccessful. It takes 3 or 
4 days and yet it’s not absolutely over. 
There should be supervision for 3 or 4 
months. With no supervision he can go 
back into it. There’s still the craving.” 

And television? Narcotics have been 
treated often and well. A lucky thing, too 
for the toothless NARTB Code, started four 
years ago this month, couldn’t do much to 
stop it. Jack Webb of NBC-TV’s Dragnet 
in an interview with Dave Kaufman of 
Variety says he has treated it 13 times al- 
ready. Preminger himself says Man With 
the Badge and Medic have treated it twice. 

Webb, a stickler for accuracy, sides in 
with the movie code in saying: “It would 
open the flood-gates for promoters, the 
get-rich-quick boys . .. there must be as- 
Surances, guarantees that any picture on 
dope will be done honestly and truthfully. 
As it is, there would be no such obligation 
if the ban were lifted.” 

A French film L’Esclave (The Slave), 
Okayed by Commissioner Anslinger but not 
shown here, is on its way to American 
screens. 

Meanwhile the narcotics topic is being 
handled powerfully and effectively on 
Broadway in Michael V. Gazzo’s Hatful of 
Rain. An interesting sidelight: It was re- 
cently purchased by 20th Century-Fox— 
one of the companies which upheld the 
Code taboo against Premi: ger’s film. Evi- 
dently they expect Code changes for they 
couldn’t ignore the dope theme to have 
the hero’s life being shattered because of 
a craving for Hershey bars. 

But the problem in dealing with such 
a theme as narcotics boils down to merely 
our relationship with our fellow man—the 
relation of the producer to his audience. If 
he follows the maxim of loving his neigh- 
bor—the 50 million neighbors who pile into 
movie theatres every week; or the 90 mil- 
lion neighbors who crowd around some 35 
million TV ‘sets, or the relatively few 
neighbors who watch live actors, the pro- 
ducer will see the problem. 

Perhaps it’s best summed up by the 
character of the wife (Shelley Winters) of 
the addict (Ben Gazzara) in Hatful of 
Rain’s Third Act when she says: “It’s not 
enough to love somebody—y’gotta be re- 
sponsible for them.” , 

In this light, Man With The Golden 
Arm seems a picture made with more con- 
scientiousness than conscience. 


Movie Reviews 


’'LL CRY TOMORROW (M.G.M) At 
16 Lillian Roth hit the heights of stardom. 
At 19 she hit the bottle and from there on 
in, she hit the skids. But hers is a story 
of both degradation and _ regeneration. 
Slightly edited from the best-selling auto- 
biography, this gives Susan Hayward the 
best role of her career, and she takes ad- 
vantage of it marvelously. With under- 
standing and power she develops the part 
of the nightclub singer whose search for 
happiness in marriage and forgetfulness in 
liquor brought her to find herself in God. 

It’s an excellent film done with firm 
honesty and integrity. Jo Van Fleet scores 
as Lillian’s ambitious mother and Ray 
Danton, Richard Conte, Don Taylor and 
Eddie Albert do well as the men who in- 
fluenced Miss Roth’s life.
